RIGHTS OF MEXMO, 

It was stated that just across the 
Mexican border are irrigable lands that 
are much richer and more valuable 
than any that can be érrigated on the 
Amertean side at this point, and that 
these lands in Mexico have a just right 
to a share of the water of the Colorado. 
So there was considerable talk that 
the United States government should 
proceed with the work of establishing 

a treaty with Mexico regulating a fair 
division of the water. or that the 
United States should declare, through 
Congress, ite intention of taking frum 
the river a certain amount of water, | 
the balance to be used by Mexico.

Conducted Near Ensenada—Strange 
Proposition.

A strange proposition has been made 
to the United States government offi- 
cialis of this city. 

A fugitive smuggler has been put up 
for sale like an unbranded steer, pay- 


|} ment to be made on delivery. 


The offer was made to ar. attorney of 
this city; he is connected with the 
defense of an alleged smugglier—a mem- 
ber of the gang, Pedro Alvarez, the fu- 
gitive, is believed to have bossed. 

A dirty, doubtful-looking Mexican 
came to the lawyer's office; sald te 
knew where Pedro Alvarez was in hid- 
ing, less than a hundred miles from 
Los Angeles. The Mexican stated that 
Pedro has been in this place since his 
sensational es:ape from the officers 
here some months ago. 

He said he had made the same offer, 
to ‘turn traitor against Alvarez, to a 
government official, and had been 
turned down. 

If there i¢ nything in the story, 
the government will be flerce enough 
to ley hands on Pedro Alvarez. He is 
thought to be the leader of the gang 
of smugglers who have been scuttling 
Chinese across the border at a whole- 
sale rate never equaled before on this 
Coast since the 
effect. 

One conspirator is now in jall, but his 
friends claim that he was only a pawn 
in the game. Alvarez and another Mex- 
ican are alleged to have been the king 
pins. They never have been able to 
lay hands on the other unknown Mex- 
ican, or even find out anything about 
him; Alvarez was once in custody, but 
got away by a slick trick. 

He was living, entirely unsuspected 


in Boyle Heights, a teaming 
iness. His wife still lives there. 

Good work on the part of the United 
States Marshal connected him with the 
smuggling of the “hinese. He was ar- 
rested at his home here. He was pained 
and surprised. He asked permission to 
step into the house a minute to bid 
gcod-by to his wife; he has not been 
seen by the ~uthorities since; in a 
fit of absent-mingedness he went out 
the back door and forgot to return to 
the officers. 

His brother-!n-law, Francisco To- 
mancho, was taken safely to jail, and 
is now behind the bars. His trial is 
coming in the near future.

enced. This “mirror writing” is such as 
the Iowa boy produces, and of its effect 
and its cause pr. Hale says: 

“The outer world is impressed upon 
the retina in an inverted image. It is 
only by experience, laboriously ac- 
quired, that we learn to interpret this 
image and to produce upright writing. 
The child and the feeble-minded, lack- 
ing this experience or unable te acquire 
it, reproduce the visual image in incor- 
rect spatial relation, hence in “mirror” 
or completely inv erted writing. The 
adult who may be suddenly deprived 
of this experience is reduced to primi- 
tive conditions, and hence produces the 


Jj same results that we see in the child. 


“In a general way it may be said 
that the infant has no senses,” saia 
Dr. Hale. “It sees nothing more thana 
blurred light ey a room; it has no sense 
of touch: when it is larger it may even 
‘walk inte a closed door as if in ex- 
pectation of its giving way. and when 
the door does not fall aside it may 
walk into the wall in the same manne: 
—learning everywhere as it goes. 

“In this gaining of knowledge it may 
be said that sight is the last of -the 
senses to be awakened to normal pitch. 
It might be estimated that the normal 
child is still correcting his vision when 
he has been walking and talking for 
weeks or months. Long after famil- 
jarity with the letters of the alphabet 
have enabled the child to produce all 
saye 8, N and Z in their correct pro- 

ion ‘and shape, one may find the 
child turning the 8 and Z wrong way 
to, and beginning the letter N with a 
down stroke. Not infrequentiy an 
adult, unused to writing, will paint a 
sign and make these tetters wrong—ail 
be-ause an wu child vision 
of them.” 

The manner in which the inverted 
image on the retina is made upright to 
the brain receiving the impression is 
something over which the doctors dis- 
agree. One of the earliest’ of these 
explanations was that the oghe nerve 
fiber connecting the retina with the 
brain brought the upper portion of the 
retina into contact lower down on the 
brain surface, while the lower portion 
of the image-receiving lens was at- 
tac higher on the brain, the left 
and right nerves winding.in the same 
relative manner, thus serving to invert 
completely - cast upon the 
retina.
